SING SING, 
Y., July 1.—Dr. Robert 
W. Buchanan, the wife poisoner, was 
executed at 11:30 o'clock this morning. 


PouGHKSEPSiE, N. Y , Julf 1.—Mrs. 
Buchanan, wife of the condemned mur- 
derer, made an unsuccessful feifort to 
induce Gov. Morton to commute her 
husband's sentence to life imprison- 
ment at 6 o'clock this morning. 
The 
woman sank on her knees before the 
governor and pleaded for her husband's 
life, though her grief almost prevented 
her from speaking. 
Gov. Morton was 
plainly overcome by 
the 
woman's 
pleadings and tears stood in his eyes as 
he lifted her to her feet and told her 
that he could not grant her request. 


SING SING, N. Y., July 1.—The fol- 
lowing dispatch was received at the 
prison from New York: 
"To Warden Sage. Sing Sing Prison. N. Y.: 


"Opinion attorney general mislead- 
ing and misstates facts as to appeal. 
Buchanan's case is in supreme court of 
the United States and by United States 
laws your authority is stayed. 
You 
must choose between supposed duty to 
the state and obedience to the supreme 
laws of our country.

Mrs. Buchanan arrived on the train 
reaching here at 10:30 and was taken 
to the residence of the pastor of the 
Presbyterian church. 
Warden Sage 
sent her word that she could not see 
the prisoner and at the time she ar- 
rived, they were already preparing him 
for the electric chair. 


Between the death cell, which Dr. 
Buchanan occupied last night, and the 
execution room there is a space of but 
three feet, separated by a heavy wood 
and iron door. 
From this door to the 
death chair is five feet more, and as 
Buchanan sat on the edge of the iron 
cot in his shirt sleeves he could hear 
guards arranging the room and Electri- 
cian Davis getting his wires ready. This 
made him nervous and he tasked the 
guards whether they had heard any- 
thing from the attorney general. 
As 
the night guards were still on duty they 
could give him no information, and so 
he paced up and down the cell until 
8:30 o'clock chewing a cigar and talk- 
ing to himself occasionally. 
Kis nerv- 
ousness increased as the minutes went 
by until at last Warden Sage entered 
the death house. 


It was 11:14 when the witnesses were 
called to the execution chamber. 
All 
was then ready and Electrician Davis 
was at the switch board. 
In a closed 
box was the convict who, upon signal, 
was to turn the switch. 
When the 
party was seated the electrician put a 
bank of incandescent lights on the 
chair and^ sent the current through 
them. 
There were 740 volts on the 
bank and when they were switched ofiP 
again the warden and two guards ap- 
peared at the door with Dr. Buchanan. 
He walked in without a word and took 
his seat. 
In about thirty seconds he 
was strapped, and in forty seconds was 
pronounced 
dead. 
The voltage of 
740 was kept on for four seconds and 
then reduced to forty volts which 
was kept on for thirty seconds more. 
It was the quickest and mostsuccessiul 
execution ever seen at this prison. 


HISTOBY OF THE CASE. 


Seldom, if ever before in the history 
of criminal proceedure in this country 
has there been such a determined and 
untiring legal fight made tofaveor 
prolong the life of a condemned mur- 
derer as that which has been made in 
behalf of Dr. Buchanan. 
He has prac- 
tically been on the threshold of the 
death cell no less than three times 
since he was sentenced. 
On two of 
these occasions his life was prolonged 
by the clemency of Governor Morton, 
who granted a respite of one week at 
the earnest solicitation of the prisoner's 
wife and the other respite owing to 
legal technicalities, among others an 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court and the British ambassador. Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. 


Dr. Robert W. Buchanan was born of 
Scotch parents on October 17,1862, and 
began business as a drug clerk in Hali- 
fax, N. S., shortly after he left school. 
When a little over twenty-one years of 
age he graduated from the college of 
Physicians and Surgeons in Chicago. 
He returned to Halifax and soon after- 
wards married Miss Helen J. Patter- 
son, a young woman of good family. 
Subsequently Buchanan, accompaniei 
by his wife, went to Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, for a courBe at that city's cele- 
biated univereity. 


The doctor and his family returned 
to this country in 1887, and settled 
down in New York city. 
Debts accu- 
mulated rapidly and the young physi- 
cian having picked up some undesirable 
companions, began to drink. 
In 1890 
his wife, whom he accused of unfaith- 
fulness, separated from him, leavicg 


their child in his charge. 
After this 
separation Buchanan met a vrouian 
named Anna Sutherland, who had kept 
a.houseof ill repute in Newark, and 
she became infatuated with bim. 
He 
secured a divorce from his first wife 
and married the Sutkerland woman in 
1890. 


This woman, who was reputed to be 
very wealthy, signed a will in the doc- 
tor's favor. 
The ineliument was wit- 
nessed by two of Buchanan's quandam 
friends, Mcomber and Doris 
She was 
old enough '<0 be the doctoi'a mother, 
and when they went to live at 267 West 
EleTenth street. New York, he passed 
her off as a wealthy widow, who insisted 
on being his housekeeper. 
Buchanan 
soon began indulging heavily in drink 
and quarrels became frequent. 


On April 22, 1892, his second wife 
took sick suddenly. 
A doctor was 
called in and Buchanan told him his 
wife had kidney trouble. 
A dentist's 
wife and a professional nurse who at 
tended the woman saw Buchanan ad 
minister two spoonsful of medicine to 
the sick woman that evening. 
On the 
following evening, April 23 Mrs. Bu- 
chanan died 
while 
Buchanan was 
absent on a professional call. 
At the 
funeral he laughed and joked with 
those who accompanied him to the 
cemetery and told many people that 
the dead woman had loft him $40,000. 


On the 16th of May he secretly re- 
married his divorced wife at Windsor, 
N. S. siThey went to New York and 
lived at the hotel Hamilton under as- 
sumed names. 
As the facts leaked out 
through the newspapers, Buchanan be 
came frightened and spread the report 
that the deceased woman was addicted 
to the morphine habit. 
In a burst of 
confidence he said to a friend: 


"I wish to God I had cremated her. 
Then the newspapers and authorities 
could go to h—." 


On June 5 the body was disinterred 
and an autopsy held. 
The following 
day Buchanan was arrested and com- 
mitted to the tombs on a charge of 
murder. 
His trial, which was a very 
sensational one, WM begun on March 
20, 1893. 
It cost 3,he county about 
$30,000. Experts were pitted against 
each other and no stone was left un- 
turned by the prosecution or defense 
in their preparation for a medico-legal 
battle. 
The best criminal lawyers in 
the city defended Buchanan. 
The 
trial lasted six weeks and under the 
strain one of the jurymen, Hastings M. 
Paradise, became delerious while the 
twelve were deliberating over the ver- 
dict. 
On April 26, having debated for 
two days, the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty.

NKW York, 
July 1—Police 
and 
saloonkeepers had a fight to a finish 
yesterday against a minority of saloon- 
keepers, with the result that those 
liquor dealers who sought to defy the 
excise law were badly worsted. 
It was 
a day triuinphant for the reform ele- 
ment, oflScials 
and otherwise. 
The 
Liquor Dealers' association, of which 
Henry Hirsch is president, gave or- 
ganized aid to the authorities. 
A com- 
mittee of seven local saloonkeepers 
was appointed and se'. to work in each 
police precinct. 
These 
committees 
made their nppearance on' the street 
early in the morning and proceeded to 
locate the saloons doing business and 
asked them in the name of decency 
and wisdom to close. 


The evangelists were signally success- 
ful, for whenever a saloonkeeper re- 
fused to close they at once lodged 
information against him at the nearest 
police station. 
Then 
a 
policeman 
either in plain clothing or in uniform 
or two men differently garbed were 
instructed to proceed to the saloon in 
question and walk in with anyone who 
attempted to enter. 
They were to use 
force if necessary, but not to break in 
doors. 
This was the method observed 
all over the city and it effectively stop- 
ped business. 
There was obstinacy on 
the part of some saloonkeepers, who 
appeared determined to make a show 
at keeping open by selling to those in 
their places when the policeman was 
put on their doors. 
They got pretty 
tired of this, however, and in the Ma- 
jority of cases came out and made a 
deal with the police. 
They agreed to 
close if the espionage was removed, 
and when the special policeman had 
seen the crowd of drinkers turned into 
the street and the shades drawn so as 
to expose the interior, he reported the 
fact at the station and was sent out on 
another mission. 


The "growler" industry fell flat. All 
over the great east side there were 
thousands of thirsts for which there 
was no relief. 
The homes in the tene- 
ment districts suffered, and, as a badge 
of mourning over the death of liberty, 
cans and buckets, without occupation, 
hung, bound in crape, from windows. 
These were especially noticeable in 
First street, in avenue A and in Second 
avenue. 
The doors of a number of 
closed saloons were placarded thus: 
' We voted for reform, and this is what 
we got." The Bowery, Park Eow and 
Third avenue were thronged with men 
on a hunt for strong beverages. 
It was 
pathetic to watch a band of jack tars, 
in nautical rig, wandering up and down 
in a vain effort to be rescued from liv- 
ing death. 
The few "speak easies" in 
operation were working under such 
fright and apprehension that not half 
the applicants were admitted, and it is 
certain that the anxiety suffered by 
those who sold the drink was not fully 
compensated by the money in the till. 


The better element of saloonkeepers 
closed their places, as a rule, at mid 
night on Saturday, exposed the in 
teriors and did not open within the 
proscribed hours. 
It was the driest 
Sunday in seven years. 
The liquor 
seller who boasted that he had thrown 
away his key made it convenient to 
resurrect that article. 
A saloon at 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth street 
and Third avenve, which has been 
closed only three times in thirty years» 
was tenantless. 
A saloon on Park 
Row, near the bridge, the proprietor of 
which 
laughed 
at 
Superintendent 
Byrnes' famous excise order of a few 
months ago, and who went on selling 
Sunday 
after Sunday, 
was 
tightly 
locked today. 
There was one saloon 
open on Park Row, a low barrel house 
on the upper side, where men were let 
in without question. 
It did businees 
all day. 


In East Broadway, just 
west 
of 
Catherine street, in the Oak street pre- 
cinct, the interior of a saloon was ex- 
posed, but men simply poured in and 
out of a hall door from dawn to night, 
the business having been removed to 
another part of the building. 
One 
man came out with beer frc th all over 
his mustache. 
The most patient inves- 
tigation failed to disclose more than 
one barroom doing business on the 
Bowery. 
A crowd of men persuaded 
Saloonkeeper Kirby, at One Hundred 
and Twenty fifth street and Third ave- 
nue, to open about 10 a. m. 
When 
they started to leave the place, half an 
hour later, a policeman at the door de- 
clined to let them out. 
They then 
tried to get out through the cellar, but 
another policeman 
thwarted 
them. 
They were kept prisoners until nearly 
5 p. m. 


One or two of the big apartment 
hotels on the upper west iide, where 
there are few saloons, erved wines, 
beer and liquors at a table in a room 
adjoining the cafe. Blooded gentlemen 
only, however, were privileged to enjoy 
this luxury. 
In the tenderloin district 
there were a few of the never closing 
saloons that managed to do some bupi- 
nesB. The hotel cafes did a big trade 
by means of the sandwich accompani- 
ment. 


The police last night were exhausted 
from their long day's work. 
The stu- 
tion houses have never before presented 
such busy ^cenes on a Sunday, 
Almost 
the entire department, central oflBce 
men and all, worked continuously from 
' before midnight on Saturday until last 


With tbe Exception of W. B. Castle 
Wtio is Said to Be Unpopular H'itb 
the Masses. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—The steamer 
Australia, from Honolulu, arrived today 
with the following advices, dated Hon- 
olulu. June 2.1: 


On the 20 inst., the senate met and 
endorsed all the ap_poiniments made 
by Presidenr Dole, with the exception 
of W. R. Castle. 
The opposition to 
Castle was headed by Si^nator McOand- 
lass. 
The matter was finally referred 
to the committee on foreign aflaiis. 
Although the committee has not made 
its report, it is understood it will re- 
commend Castle's confirmation in the 
event of adverse action by the senate. 


Frank Hastings will not likely be 
named as minister. 
The probability is 
F. A, Hosmer will be chosen. 
He is 
president of Oahu college here and was 
a member of the advisory council. The 
opposition to Castle is backed by the 
Star, an evening paper. 
There are no 
charges against Castle, it being simply 
slated that he is unpopular with the 
masses. 


The senate met this morning but the 
committee did not report in regard to 
Castle's confirmation, but asked for 
more time. 
A resolution in the house, 
recommending 
Castle's appointment, 
was tabled. 


The lower house has selected Mark 
Robinson, John Ena, Geo 
W. Smith, 
A. G. Robertson and L. Naone as mem- 
bers ot the council of state, a body 
created by tbe new constitution. 
Both 
Robertson and Naone are members of 
the house. 
The senate has chosen W, 
C. Wilder, Cecil Brown, C. Bolte, Peter 
C. Sones and J. A. Kennedy. 
The first 
two are members of the senate. 
Presi- 
dent Dole will name five members of 
the council. 


A mass meeting of tbe natives, held 
on June 20, paseed resolutions of condo- 
lence on the death of Secretary of State 
Gresham, "Because the late secretary 
had decided that wrong had been done 
our queen and our nation, and that the 
president of the United States should 
make amends for the wrongs the serv- 
ants of the United States had done us." 


The sheriff .of 
Muscajkine county, 
Iowa, arrived oâ the 21iit inst, with ex- 
tradition papers for Henry Johnson. It 
is alleged that Johnson, while treasurer 
of the county, embezzled $80.000 and 
then fled to Hawaii.

PERNICIOUS PAPERS. 


Several of Them. Suppressed at 
Riclimond, Ind. 


The Kansas City Sunday Sun Is on tb« 
Iilst^I^aw Passed by tbe l.ast 
lieglslatnre. 


RICHMOND, Ind., July 1.—Saturday, 
for the first time since the sale began 
here, the Indianapolis People was sup- 
pressed by the police, as were also the 
Police News, Police Gazstte, Kansas 
City Sunday Sun and the Illustrated 
Record, 
The action was taken on the 
ground that they are pernicious papers' 
and came under the statue that pro- 
vides a fine of from $10 to $200 for 
printing publishing or selling such. 
The newsdealers did not open the 
stock, but shipped it back to the pub- 
lishers, who will get some legal informa- 
tion regarding 
their 
rights 
before 
abandoning the field. 


These papers are what is classed by a 
new law as pernicious liijgrature. 
The 
law was passed by the t^as- general as- 
sembly and provides t. peiialty of from 
$10 to $200 for printing, selling or pub- 
lishing books, papers or periodicals, 
the chief feature or characteristic of 
which is the record of crime or the 
pictures of crime committed, crimi- 
nals, desperadoes or men and women 
in unbecoming costumes.

Meet Again," Bishop Joyce pronounced 
the benediction and the conference was 
at an end. 
The three league secre- 
taries, Drs. Schell,» Steel and Crewa, 
united in saying that the conference 
was a success beyond their expecta- 
tions. 


CHATTANOOGA. Tenn., July 1.—The 
international Epworth league confer- 
ence in session here adopted resolu- 
tions, of which the following are the 
most important: 


"We recommend that the next ses- 
sion of the Epworth league conference 
be held in the city of Toronto. 


"Resolved, That we are unalterably 
committed to the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic and we are determined to 
fight the saloon till this deadly foe is 
destroyed in all our land. 


'We urge our Epworth 
leaguers 
everywhere to do all in their power to 
maintain the sanctity of the Lord's 
day. 
Especially would we express the 
hope' that no Epworth leaguer will 
make the coming Sabbath the occasion 
of excursions and pleasure seeking. 


"We exhort our young people to 
study, keep trsck of and expedite by 
all the lawful means in their reach the 
cause of good citizenship. 
The new 
generation now upon the scene con- 
fronts a great opportunity in connec- 
tion with this movement. 
The purifi- 
cation of our municipal governments is 
vitally associated with the work of city 
evangelization. 
While our Epworth 
leaguers emulate and imitate the noble 
example of those who hear and heed 
the bitter cry of the outcast in our 
cities, large and small, they ought also 
to aid, as opportunity may serve, in the 
work of redeeming our municipal gov- 
ernments from corruption and in the 
task of putting the right officials in the 
lead in the conduct of the city afifairs." 


LAWS IN FORGE. 


Matthews Declares the Work 
of the Legrislators EiFective. 


All the L.UWS Now in Force Exceptiny 
the One Atlectln;; the Appoint- 
ing I'ower.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 1.—The gov- 
ernor's proclamation was issued today, 
declaring the laws passed by the last 
legislature in force. 
One is excepted 
—the law taking the power to appoint 
the state house custodian out of the 
hands of the governor. 


In some places in the state a disposi- 
tion to ignore the Nicholson temper- 
ance law, which becomes a law today, is 
reported, but the Breweis' association 
has advised saloonkeepers to observe 
the law until the supreme court has 
passed on it. 


Here is a brief epitome of the bill: 
Section 1 provides for an accurate 
description of the room in which the 
liquors are to be sold. 
The applicant 
must be a male citizen 
and 
over 
twenty-one and of good moral charac- 
ter. 


Section 2 says that the room must be 
separate from any 
other 
businesa, 
without any partition in the room or 
any devices for amusement or music of 
any kind. 
The applicant may carry on 
other business by so stating in hi» ap- 
plication for license. 


Section 3 makes it uulawful for any 
one other than the proprietor or his 
family to enter his saloon at any time 
w.hen it is unlawful to sell on Sundays 
and holidays. 


Section 4 requires a saloon to be lo- 
cated on the ground floor and fronting 
the etreet, and an unobstructed view of 
the voom must be had from the street 
at buch timrs as the sale oi liriacr is 
forbidden by law, and if not complied 
with id such times will ba prim» iaclii 
evidence of ¡iuiit ia court. 


Section 5 forbids the loitering of boys 
in ealoons. 


Section 6 forbids the sale of liquors 
in any manner io minors. 


Section 7 provides for the enfoic - 


! ment the of law by sworn and special 
j officers. 


Section 8 limits the liquor licenses to 
one for each person, the applicant being 
the owner and the proprietor of the 
business. 


Section 9 provides for prohibition. A 
majority of the voters of any township 
or ward can file a remonstrance with 
the county auditor three days prior to 
the meeting of the board of county 
commissioners and may prevent the 
issuance of a license at any time within 
two years and one half, prohibits drug 
stores from selling in less quantities 
than a quart except on prescriptions. 


Section 10 applies to the provisions 
of the act to persons and liquor resorts> 
whether doing business under state or 
national laws.

to ride in the patrol and was told by 
the officer that he would. 
It 
is 
charged, however, that Foulks agreed 
to walk the man over to the station, 
provided he pleaded guilty. 
After 
considerable squabbling on both sides 
the prisoner was finally loaded into the 
wagon and carted down Harrison street 
to Berry and east on Berry to the 
station house. 
Here he was locked up 
in a cell and kept a prisoner for some 
thirty minutes until bailed out by 
Fred Schmueckle.

The wagon 
is the finest that has ever appeared on 
the streets of Fort Wayne. 
The body 
is painted a light green and mounted on 
a red gear and has a seating capacity 
for twelve people 
Underneath 
the 
rear seat iti a commodious box for stor- 
ing lunch baskets, etc., just Ijhe thing 
for a picnic party. 


During the drive the newspaper men 
will select a name for the new turn- 
out. 


Last evening a large audience gath- 
ered at the Plymouth Congregational 
church, to attend the "good citizenship" 
services which had been arranged by 
the pastor, Rev. Ainslie. 


The first address was by Mayor C. B. 
Oakley, who spoke in part as follows: 


"The possibility of good government 
lies in the individual interest the citi- 
zens take in it. 
If this interest is suffi- 
ciently great to induce the citizen to 
perform all the duties incumbent upon 
him, good government will result in an 
honest, intelligent community. 
Good 
politics, like charity, should begin at 
home. That is, special attention should 
be 
given 
to 
ward 
and precinct 
meetings. 
How often is it that the 
ward meetings of a ward of say 300 
voters, nearly equally divided as to the 
two principal parties, are attended by 
so few of the voters that they do not 
number the count of your fingers and 
thumbs? And the result is that in 
many cases objectionable candidates 
are nominated and the only course left 
to the voter is to stay away from the 
poles on election day, or cast his ballot 
for a candidate who he knows does not 
possess the qualifications to represent 
the people. 


"Every American citizen should have 
strong political 
convictions, should 
attend all caucuses of his party, and be 
in the truest and best sense a politician. 
It is only through the united and in- 
telligent effort of our beat citizens that 
good government can be assured. 


"The one great necessity for reform 
is the arousing of the 'public con- 
science.' 
What organization possesses 
greater power or can wield greater in- 
fluence in that direction than 
the 
church. 
It will not suffice to say that 
interest in regard to the advancement 
of public morals, the enforcement of 
law, thiat there is an honest and eco- 
nomical government, does not concern 
every citizen, churchman as well as 
non-churchman, and that churchman 
does not fulfill his whole duty, either 
to himself or to others, who neglects to 
so concern himself. 


"The existence of municipal leagues, 
law and order organizations, and good 
government clubs, such as have been 
operating in the cities of New York, 
Chicago, New Orleans and other muni- 
cipalities, has been brought about by 
the inactivity and negligence of offi- 
cials selected by the people to execute 
the laws. Where such is the condition 
these organizations are a necessity. 
Yet their work is local and will be 
beneficial only where the officer of the 
law is a failure and the laws, for want 
of executing, become a dead letter. 


"I believe these organizations would 
be detrimental in cities where 
an 
honest, persistent eSort is made to exe- 
cute the laws, but in localities where 
these conditions do not prevail, where 
the inefficient execution of the laws 
justify the concentrated effort of the 
people to rid their cities of crime and 
corruption, they are a benefit, but only 
for a time. 


"From what has been said, you may 
be led to infer that I have greater faith 
in permanent good being accomplished 
by organizations already in the field 
than in those which spring up from a 
sudden impulse for reform. Why not? 
The one is thoroughly organized, has 
all the machinery in running order, is 
led by able, experienced men—in fact, 
is ready at a moment's notice, on the 
first approach of danger, to spread the 
sails and man the yards. 


"The most important questions to be 
considered in the management of the 
affairs of a great city are its finances 
and its moral condition. 
In the man- 
agement of its finances, one of the 
rules, and one which should not be de- 
parted from, except in cases of ex- 
treme necessity, some great calamity, 
sucn as flood, fire or pestilence, which 
could not be forseen and provided for, 
should be, not to allow the expendi- 
tures to exceed the revenues, and, 
ladies and gentlemen, this is more 
easily said than done." 


Continuing Mayor Oakley spoke of 
what had been accomplished in this 
city and concluded by pledging him- 
self to maintain order and the enforce- 
ment of the law in the future as he had 
tried to do in the past. 


Rev. Ainslie followed, speaking in 
the same strain.

She was shy 
and sensitive as a wood.s bird.

v. heii a fiivorito serving maid loft her 
she v.Tote, " I winced at her lo.ss, f o r i 
ai^i iu the h.abit of her, aud even a new 
rolling piu has an embarrassing ele- 
ment. "

The address of Mr. Robinson, which 
was the principal one of the evening 
was a most eloquent tribute to the 
memory of the dead knights and occu-

Grand in its conception, he said, is 
the custom that has caused us to as- 
semble here tonight to bring back to 
memory those of our brothers who have 
passed out of our midst forever.

honor by words those who once met 
with us in these lodge rooms, but 
whose voices now on earth have been 
silenced forever.

thought of the poet that the good that 
men do live after them, and so may 
it 
be with those whose 
memory 
we 
honored today. 
They have 
passed 
away from among us, but they are not 
dead. 
They have but changed into 
another state of being and they will 
live on throughout the ages of eter- 
nity. 


In speaking of the order of 
the 
Knights of Pythias he said that its 
three cardinal principles were friend- 
ship, bentvolence and charity. 
It 
teaches no creed of religion, but its 
principles are the principles of practi- 
cal Christianity and the members prac- 
tice them in their daily lives by ex- 
tending the brotherly hand of help in 
misfortune, in sickness, in death and 
in doing all that they can to make the 
lives of their brothers happier. 
iTe 
closed with a beautiful eulogy to the 
dead knights who sleep the sleep of 
death in Lindenwood and the other 
cemeteries of the land. 


The address of Rev. C. C. Cissell, the 
pastor of Berry Street M. E. church, 
coming from one who was himself a 
member of the order, was earnest, 
forcible, full of interesting thought, 
and was well received by the audience. 
The thought, he said, that impresses 
itself upon the mind on such occasions 
as these is the fact that man is im- 
mortal. 
Since this lodge was organized 
some had fallen in death and as we 
stand around their grave today we 
recognize that the dead brother is not 
there. 
It is only his bones that lie be- 
neath the green mound. 
The element 
that lives has gone 
elsewhere—into 
that great beyond. 
We cherish their 
memory, for when they lived 
they 
practiced Pythianism by those frater- 
nal principles which contributed to the 
feeding of the'hungry, the clothing of 
the naked, the caring for the sick and 
the helping of the distressed and un- 
fortunate, and in death we will honor 
them and as each memorial day comes 
around revere their memory. 


The exercises closed with the laying 
of evergreen upon the altar erected in 
the center of the hall to the memory 
of the dead and ritualistic services con- 
ducted by the officers of the lodge.

he lifted her to her feet and told her 
that he could not grant her request.

sent her word that she could not see 
the prisoner and at the time she ar- 
rived, they were already preparing him 
for the electric chair. 


Between the death cell, which Dr. 


Buchanan occupied last night, and the 
execution room there is a space of but 
three feet, separated by a heavy wood 
and iron door. From this door to the 
death chair is five feet more, and as 
Buchanan sat on the edge of the iron 
cot in his shirt sleeves he could hear 
guards arranging the room and Electri- 
cian Davis getting his wires ready This 
made him nervous and he asked the 
guards whether they had heard any- 
thing from the attorney general. AB 
the night guards were still on duty they 
could give him no information, and so 
he paced up and down the cell until 
8:30 o'clock chewing a cigar and talk- 
ing to himself occasionally. His nerv- 
ousness increased as the minutes went 
by until at last Warden Sage entered 
the death house. 


It was 11:14 when the witnesses were 


called to the execution chamber. All 
was then ready and Electrician Davis 
was at the switch board. In a closed 
box was the convict who, upon signal, 
was to turn the switch. When the 


their 
separation Buchanan met a woman 
named Anna Sutherland, who had kept 
a house of ill repute in Newark, and 
she became infatuated with him. He 
secured a divorce from his first wife 
and married the Sutherland woman in 


1890. 


This woman, who was reputed to be 


very wealthy, signed a will m the doc- 
tor's favor. The instiument was wit 
nessed by two of Buchanan's quandam 
friends.

old enough to be tbe doctoi's mother, 
and whea they went to live at 267 West 
Eleventh street, New York he passed 
her off as a wealthy widow, who insisted 
on being his housekeeper. Buchanan 
soon began indulging heavily in drink 
and quarrels became frtquent 


On April 22, 1892, his second wife 


took sick suddenly.

called in and Buchanan told him his 
wife had kidney trouble

tended the woman saw Buchanan ad 
minister two spoonsful of medicine to

"I wish to God I had cremated her. 


Then the newspapers and authorities 
could go to h—." 


On June 5 the body was disinterred 


and an autopsy held 
The following 


day Buchanan was arrested and com- 
mitted to the tombs on a charge of 
murder 
His trial, which was a very 


sensational one, was begun on March 
20. 1893. It cost the county about 
$30,000. Experts were pitted against 
each other and no stone was lelt un- 
turned by the prosecution or defense 
in theit preparation for a medico-legal 
battle. The best criminal lawyers in 
the city defended Buchanan. 
The 


trial lasted six weeks and under the 
strain one of the jurymen. Hastings M. 
Paradise, became delerious while the 
twelve were deliberating over the ver- 
dict. On April 26, havii)-: debated for 
two days, the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty.

740 was kept on for lour seconds and 
then reduced to forty volta which 
was kept on for thirty s.econds more. 
It was the quickest and moBtsucoessiul 
execution ever seen at this prison. 


HISTORY OF THE OA8E. 


Seldom, if ever before in the history 


of criminal proceedure in this country 
has there been such a determined and 
untiring legal fight made to save or 
prolong the life of a condemned mur- 
derer as that which has been made in 
behalf of Dr. Buchanan. He has prac- 
tically be»n on the threshold of the 
death cell no less than three times 
since he was sentenced. On two of 
these occasions his life was prolonged 
by the clemency of Governor Morton, 
who granted a respite of one week at 
the earnest solicitation of the prisoner's 
wife and the other respite owing to 
legal technicalities, among others an 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court and the British ambassador, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. 


Dr. Robert W. Buchanan waa born of 


Scotch parents on October 17,1862, and 
began business as a drug olerk in Hali- 


fax, N. 8., shortly after he left school. 
When a little over twenty-one years of 
age he graduated from the college of 
Physicians and Surgeons in Chicago. 
He returned to Halifax and soon after- 
wards married Miss Helen J. Patter- 
son, a young woman of good family.

of public morals, the anforcement of 


law, that there is an honest and eco 
nomical government, does not concern 
every citizen, churchman as well as 
non-churchman, and that churchman 
does not fulfill his whole duty, either 
to himself or to others, who neglects to 
so concern himself.

"I believe these organizations would 


be detrimental in cities where an 
honest, persistent effort is made to exe- 
cute the laws, but in localities where 
these conditions do not prevail, where 
the inefficient execution of the laws 
justify the concentrated effort of the 
people to rid their cities of crime and 
corruption, they are a benefit, but only 
for a time. 


"From what has been said, you may 


be led to infer that I have greater faith 
in permanent good being accomplished 
by organizations already in the field 
than in those which spring up from a 
sudden impulse for reform. Why not? 
The one is thoroughly organized, has 
all the machinery in running order, is
